Ortie E. McManigal, the confessed 
dynamiter, who became the chief 
witness for the government naming 
numerous men as" having ' assisted 
him m causing explosions, and Ed- 
ward Clark of Cincinnati, who plead- 
ed guilty at the opening of the trial 
here, remain to be disposed 
of. 


Clark probably will he sentenced 
with the others on Monday. He con- 
fessed to blowing up a bridge at Dav- 
ton, O. MeManigal has been here 
m custody of a deputy marshal of 
Los -Angeles, county, as a "losn" to 
the federal prosecution. 
He proba- 


bly will be returned to Los Angeles 
to await sentence on 
his plea of 
blowing up an iron -works.-

Robert Catesby, Thomas Piercy and 


eighteen others were in the conspir- 
acy. They chose as the actual assas- 
sin a brave, heartless soldier of for- 
tune whose real name is said to have 
been Guide For, but who is known TO 
history as "Guy Fawkes." No one 
knows whether Fawkes was to re- 
ceive money for his deed or •whether 
he consented to do it through hatred 
for King James. 


Is the early autumn of 1604 the 


conspirators began to cut a hole 
through the nine-foot "wall between 
Piercy's house and the Parliament 
cellars. 
Then, hearing tbe cellars 


were for rent, Fawkes hired them. 
After that the work went on easily 
and safely enough. Thirty-sis; barrels 
of gunpowder were rolled Into the cel- 
lars and were covered with masses of 
wood. A train, of powder was laic. 
| Everything was ready. 
i Parliament was to meet on Novem- 
iber 5, 1604. The king and most of 
j the royal family were to be there. At 
| a signal Fawkes was to light the pow- 
! der train and was then to escape by 
| ship to Flanders. The other conspira- 
| tors were to Sail or captrue any mem- 
! bers of the royal family who did not 
I chance to be at Parliament's opening.
